Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 45, 51 -54 and 65 are allowed. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record, Hutchins et al. (US Patent 
5,208,897), teaches a method for speech recognition based on subsyllable spellings 
where a digital representation of speech is mapped into a set of ASCII characters, and 
the set of ASCII characters is grouped into words, but Hutchins does not teach a 
syllable matching process where if the number of syllables determined does not 
correspond to the at least one recognized word, then grouping the digital representation 
of the speech binary bit stream into subsets, mapping each subset into a character 
representation, generating a stream of character representations, and parsing the 
stream of character representations to group the character representations of speech 
into words. 
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Thus, independent claims 45 and 65 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the cited prior art alone or in combination, does not fairly suggest or disclose 
the claimed combination of features.
